Some people who get the fast¬ 
est I'eplies from the Vetei'ans Ad¬ 
ministration may be disappointed, 
the VA office, Boston, said today. 
This office receives an average 
of 400 lettei's per month that can- 
jiot be answered fully beoause the 
writer failed to include enough 
identifying i nfornration. 

To deal with the ptroblem, VA 
will endeavoi' to get the needed 
infonnation by sending a foirm 
letter to the letter-writer, specify¬ 
ing the details needed to act on 
the original request. 

A blank form is included in the 
VA letter so that the letter-writer 


can give V.A. such infonnation as 
—-name of veteran, service 'num¬ 
ber, social security number, dates 
of service, date of birth, branch 
of service, and VA file numibetr, 
if the veteran has been assfighed 
one. 

The VA maintains more than 
30 million individual case files, 
thousands with the same name. 
So that ea;h can be located quick¬ 
ly when needed, a number has 
been assigned to each file. Once 
the veteran or other beneficiaaies 
of VA benefits is advised of this 
number, he should use it in all 
future coricspondence with VA.

Deep and Slow 

If you're not getting fish 
these days, the odds are about 
twenty-to-one you're fishing too 
last and too shallow. 

I The most exciting type of 
jangling occurs on the surface, 
I but over the long haul you’ll 
find that most fish in most 
areas are taken in deeper 
water . . . and by anglers who 
have the patience to fish their 
lures at a snail's crawl. 

**Fish ’em deep and slow’* is 
the advice offered to fishermen 
by the experts of Mercury Out¬ 
boards, and it’s a tip that de¬ 
serves further consideration. 

.While no theory in fishing is 
infallible, this business of 
switching to deep-running plugs 
when on-top baits fail to pro¬ 
duce is merely common sense. 
During a 24-hour, period, the 
shallows are good mainly in 
the early morning and at dusk. 
The rest of the time, you71 do 
better in the depths. 

The biggest handicap to fish¬ 
ing a bottom bait properly 
is the fisherman’s impatience 
which invariably causes him to 
retrieve too fast. It takes plenty 
:of self-restraint to Jet an arti¬ 
ficial sink down into 15 to 30 
feet of water, and then retrieve 
it so slowly it would play 
second fiddle to a slow turtle. 

As a general rule, turn the 
reel handle one complete turn 
about every five seconds. Oc¬ 
casionally twitch the rod tip 
to make the lure dart forward. 
The strikes you’ll get ade¬ 
quately'compensate for this 
painstaking retrieve. 

Another advantage of work¬ 
ing the depths with a bottom 
bumper is the fact that thi« is 
the home of big lunkers, fish 
seldom taken in the shallows. 

So don't give up too quickly 
when you're on the water and 
the action is slow. Gear your 
fishing accordingly and hug 
that bottom • • • that’s where 
the fish are.
